THKSF  >iOST  prized  of  all 
fellowships  are  offeri'd  national- 
ly to  students  who  are  expecting 
to  teach  on  the  ot^ilege  level.  In 
addition  to  their  interest  In 
teaching,  candidates  must  have 
high  grades  anil  a religious 
background,  prctcrably  of  the 
Chi  istian  faith,  said  Perkins. 

The  thnv  candidates  from 
BYU  are  Howard  Weiglil,  senior 
English  major  from  Springville; 
To<id  Britsoh,  senior  political 
science  major  from  Provo;  and 
Robert  Wimmer,  senior  German 
major  from  Provo.  Brlt.sch  is 
currently  captaining  BYU’s  .sue- 
c'es.sful  G.  E.  College  Bowl 
team. 

THE  FOUR-YEAR  fellow’shlps 
pay  a student’s  tuition  and  fees 
in  addition  to  a grant -of  $1500 
pt'r  year  for  a single  student. 
If  the  student  Is  married  he  may 
receive  an  additional  $500  a year 
for  each  dep«*ndent.  The  fellow- 
ship may  N*  worth  between  $10,- 
(XX)  and  $20.(XX)  over  a four-year 
period,  commented  Perkins. 

Twelve  BYU  students  ap- 
plied (or  the  fellowships.  how> 
ever,  the  University  Is  allowed 
to  nominate  only  three.

Soviets  demand  settlement 

LONDON  (UPI)  — Russia  has  handed  the  I’nited 
States  a memorandum  on  Soviet  demands  for  a Berlin  set- 
tlement. it  was  learned  authoritatively  today. 

The  memorandum  was  {riven  by  Soviet  Foreign  Min- 
ister .Andrei  Gromyko  to  U.  S.  Ambassador  Llewellyn 
Thonijison  during  their  meeting  in  the  Kremlin  last  Friday, 
the  sources  said. 

Tlie  Soviet  doi'iiment  was  understood  to  follow  closely 
the  tough  terms  for  a Berlin  settlement  which  were  set  out 
by  Premier  Nikita  Khni.shchev  in  his  si>ecial  memorandum 
to  President  Kennedy  in  their  meeting  in  Vienna  last  June  L 

Essentially  the  Soviet  demands  are  the  same  as  l)efore: 

'Berlin  be  made  into  a neutralized,  demilitarized  free  city; 
Allied  rights  are  to  be  terminated  and  Western  powers  (are 
to)  recognize  East  Gei*many  by  ‘‘resi)ecting  and  strictly 
observing  (their)  sovereign  rights.”

Courtesy  should  be  shown 
by  students  in  using  library

There  seems  to  have  been  a 
misunderstanding  about  the 
purpose  and  composition  of 
the  BYU  Standard. 

Senate  Bill  X-B-12-62,  which 
cpuld  establish  the  BYU  Stan- 
dard, was  introduced  because 
there  was  a desire  to  make  stu- 
dents aware  of  problems  in 
their  student  community.  The 
news  would  include  only  sta- 
tistical mention  of  standards 
and  honor  council  violations 
which  cannot  be  published  in 
the  Daily  Universe  because  of 
administrative  public  relations 
policy. 

More  than  one  group  has 
been  concerned  with  the  man- 
ner in  which  this  type  of  news 
should  be  treated.  The  board 
of  directors  student  publi- 
cations and  the  dean’s  council 
briefly  discussed  the  topic  in 
November.  The  feeling  seemed 
to  be  that  students  should  be 
made  more  aware  of  standards 
violations  without  personally 
hurting  anyone. 

THE  EXECUTIVE  council 
has  been  concerned  about  the 
stealing  problem  ^in  recent 
months.  As  evidence  indicates, 
the  problem  has  risen  out  of 
proportion.  The  council  felt 
that  if  students  were  aware  of 
the  problem,  they  might  be 
more  cautious  with  their  be- 
longings. 

The  editor  of  the  Universe 
indicated  in  a letter  to  me  that 
he  was  “in  favor  of  such  a 
move.’’ 

A faculty  member  indicated 
that:  “ ‘Bad  news’  is  only  a 
tip-off  that  all  is  not  perfect, 
and  if  recognized  in  time,  a 
bad  habit  or  bad  practices  can 
be  corrected.” 


TO  MAKE  the  studCntbody 
aware  of  bad  news  would  do 
more  good  than  harm,  Many 
thing  that  ever>’thing  is  imioc- 
uous  at  BYU  and  arc  ttierefore 
careless.  If  some  might  be 
shocked  to  read  of  the  number 
of  cases  of  grand  larceny  or 
attempted  sexual  offenses,  they 
don’t  seem  to  be  ready  to  ac- 
cept the  burdens  of  a regular 
community  life. 

If  the  bi-monthly  publica- 
tion is  not  the  answer,  the 
studenlbody  officers  are  open 
to  suggestions.  Problems  of  se- 
curing an  editorial  staff,  fin- 
ances, and  distributional  facil- 
ities must  also  be  solved.  It 
could  bo  that  the  studentbody 
wishes  to  remain  protected  and 
hear  only  of  the  niceties  of 
life.

Jensen  explained.  “The  skull 
has  a very  powt-rful  jaw  but 
no  teeth”  said  Jensen.  Strange- 
ly enough,  it  appears  to  have 
had  three  eyes,  one  in  the  cen- 
ter of  its  forehead.” 


James  Jensen,  the  new  and 
enthusiastic  Curator  of  the 
Geology  Dept,  has  taken  over 
the  former  library  area  as  n 
paleontology  worksh«)p  and 
storehouse  for  many  strange 
and  wonderful  reinn.vds  of  the 
prehistoric  past. 

One  of  the  most  interesting 
pie.  es  is  the  Jaw  of  a prehis- 
toric crocf)dlle-l  i k e animal 
which  he  recently  rediscoyered 
in  a storage  rotim  in  the  buae- 
rnent  of  the  Seleneo  Center. 

THE  Fossil,  was  first  dis- 
covered in  187fl  by  workmen 
qu.irrying  stone  to  build  the 
Muntl  Temple.  It  was  turned 
over  to  Dr,  James  E.  Talmage 
and  eventually  was  placed  in 
IIO  thi*  old  D<  seret  Museum,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  J«'ns-:‘n. 

When  the  museum  w'Os  dis- 
mantled, the  valuable  find  dis- 
appeared. While  searching 
through  the  storage  room  of 
the  Science  Center.  Jensen  no- 
ticed a piece  of  neatly  chipped 
^ white  stone,  apparently  cut  by 
pf  itfmemasons. 

HE  TOOK  IT  nut  and  found 
It  to  be  a crocodile  Jaw  em- 
bedded In  white  colltlc  lime  of 
the  Mantl  area.  Mr.  Jensen 
1 describes  the  Jaw  as  lying  in 
ihe  stone  with  the  roof  of  the 
.'4'mouth  up.  the  right  row  of 
te«’th  still  partially  intact. 

He  dates  the  fossil  back  to 
the  time  before  Lake  Bonne- 
ville covered  most  of  Utah  and 
the  close  of  the  Dinosaur 
ra 

THE  Cl’RAtOR  THEN  dis- 
J(  played  a skull  which  he  found 
during  a 1958  expedition  along 
a 600  mile  stretch  of  the  Andes 
foothills  in  Western  Argentina, 
It  has  been  named  a “Dy- 
Sonodont”  by  Dr.  Gary  Cox  of 
King’s  Colleg»'.  London,  Mr. 
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"You  can  imagine  how  ex- 
cited I felt  when  I came  across 
this  new  animal  which  had 
never  been  found  on  earth  be- 
fore. Tliere  were  five  there  al- 
togi-ther,”  exclaimed  Jtnsen. 

Jen.sen  has  many  other  Inter- 
esting items  he  intends  to  dis- 
play soon. 

•‘I  (;OT  THIS  muskox  skull 
out  of  a gravel  pit  in  Santa- 
nuin,"  he  continued.  “The 
musk-ox  wandered  around  the 
shore  of  Lake  Bonneville  per- 
haps 100  thousand  years  ago 
and  was  burled  there  under  75 
feet  of  gravel,” 

"Over  there”  he  went  on.  "Is 
a st't  of  Jaws  of  a Mastodon 
found  9000  feet  up  on  the  Was- 
atch Plateau  about  75  miles 
from  here 

THE  SCIENTIST  then  show- 
ed a very  unusual  exhibit 
which  he  had  found  in  a coal 
mine  in  Eastern  Utah. 

There  appears  to  be  a place 
where  a dinosaur  either  laid 
down  or  fell  down  and  died 
and  he  still  may  be  there,”  he 
said. 

"IXIAGINE  .A  vast  peat  bog,” 
he  explained,  "with  dinosaurs 
walking  acros.s  it.  Suddenly, 
the  climate  changes  and  the 
tracks  are  covered  by  .sedi- 
ment eventually  hundreds  of 
feet  deep,  which  in  turn  pro- 
duces coal. 

"When  you  dig  the  coal  out, 
these  tracks  hang  down  from 
the  ceiling  and  can  be  viewed 
from  the  bottom,  projecting 
about  four  or  five  f<H't  from 
the  roof  of  the  mine. 

"There’s  a possibility  that' 
there  may  be  a mummified 
dinosaur  th<'re  with  the  skin 
still  on  It.  like  the  one  they 
have  ini  the  American  Mus- 
ctim.” 

Mr.  Jensen  came  to  BYU  this 
year  from  Harvard  University 
where,  for  six  years,  he  was  a 
staff  member  of  the  Compara- 
tive Zoology  Department, 

HE  I'RGEn  aU  those  who 
might  come  across  or  dig  up 
fossils  not  to  disturb  them  but 
to  notify  the  BYU  Geology  De- 
partment at  once  so  that  pro- 
per delicate  and  scientific  tech- 
niques can  bo  used  to  secure 
the  fragile  skeletons.

Big  brims  on  the  way  back;

NEW  YORK  (UPI) — Big  brimmed  hats  make  a come- 
back for  spring  but  you're  going  to  need  a dictionary  to 
determine  the  type  of  brim  you’re  wearing. 

The  brimmed  numbers  have  pushed  into  the  back  of 
the  closet  that  hat  “uniform”  of  last  spring  and  summer — 
the  pillbox  which  Mrs.  John  F.  Kennedy  popularized. 

Brim  widths  range  from  the  narrow  Buster  Bi*own  roll- 
er to  skimmer  numbers  wide  as  the  hula  hoop.  Tlie  brims 
dip  over  the  eyes,  set  level  on  the  head  or  roll  away  from 
the  forehead  in  Breton  style.  The  only  major  exception  to 
the  brimmed  look  is  the  high,  draped  turban,  this  year 
called  the  “twist”  after  the  you-know-what  dance  craze.

Institute  of  America  showing  for  visiting  fashion  reporters 
this  week.  The  reporters  are  on  their  semi-annual  visit  to 
New  York  for  a series  of  style  shows  sponsored  by  the 
Couture  group  of  fashion  designers  and  manufacturers  and 
its  auxiliary  members. 

Brim  full  of  surprises 

Now  for  an  explanation  of  brims : 

The  boater  is  a small  hat  with  symmetrical  brim, 
either  straight  or  rolled.  The  bonnet  comes  with  a curved 
brim,  shorter  at  the  back  and  sides  than  in  front.  The 
breton  has*  a brim  rolled  away  from  the  face  all  the  way 
around. 

The  cuff  brim  folds  against  the  crown.  The  cushion  is 
a double-brim  with  a layer  of  air  between.  Tlie  cutaway  is 
a brim  with  irregularly  curved  edged,  usually  cut  back  at 
the  center  front  to  frame  the  face.  The  kettle  has  a brim 
with  the  edge  turned  shari)ly  up  or  down. 

Tlie  lattice  is  of  wide-mesh  veiling,  edged  with  ribbon 
covered  wire. 

Mushroom,  petticoat  brims 

A mushroom  has  a round,  down-curving  brim.  Tlie  pet- 
ticoat is  a ruffled  brim,  often  in  two  or  three  tiers.  The 
portrait,  or  capeline,  has  a large  gently  curved  or  rippled 
brim.  The  profile  is  an  irregular  brim,  long  at  the  right 
side  to  highlight  the  woman’s  profile. 

The  sailor  is  a straight,  flat  brim  ranging  from  tiny 
to  cartwheel  size.  The  scoop  is  curved  forward,  like  an  out- 
side scoop  for  sugar. 

The  sombrero  is'  a copy  of  the  large  sunshade  brim 
from  sunny  climates.  The  visor  brim  extends  only  across 
the  front  of  the  hat;  worn  straight  or  folded  back.  And 
the  watteau  is  a brim  folded  up  at  the  back,  often  secured 
in  place  with  a bow.

Only  three  sophomore  are  on 
Coach  Stan  Watts’  varsity  quin- 
tet this  year. 

Placed  end  to  end  they  equal 
19  feet,  6J  inches.  Separated 
by  a few  feet,  they  stuff  bahs 
through  baskets.  Individually, 
they  are  used  to  seeing  parades 
from  the  back  of  the  crowd 
without  standing  on  a ladder. 

THEIR  NAMES  are  John  Al- 
strom,  Bill  Blumenthal  and  Bill 
Wylie.  Between  the  three  of 
them,  they  formed  a devasta- 
ting forward  wall  for  last 
year’s  freshmen  team,  scoring 
a total  of  524  points  during  the 
season. 

All  have  seen  limited  action 
so  far  this  year,  but  Watts  said 
that  as  they  gain  more  exper- 
ience, they  will  become"  val- 
uable palyers.  “They  have 
looked  real  good  in  practice, 
but  have  a tendency  to  freeze 
up  some  in  the  games,”  said 
Watts.  “Game  experience 
should  cure  this  easily  en- 
ough,” he  added. 

Alstrom  is  6-6,  190  pounds, 
and  19  years  old.  He  hails  from 
Fresno.  California,  where  he 
was  All-city,  and  all-Central 
CIF  during  his  high  school  car- 
eer. 

ALSTROM  WAS  moved  to 
forward  this  year  because,  ac- 
cording to  Watts,  “of  his 


weight  disadvantage.  When  up 
against  someone  like  Bill 
Green  of  CSU,  he  would  some- 
times get  shoved  clear  under 
the  basket.” 

John,  however,  has  worked 
at  the  trade  long  enough  to 
come  up  with  a few  tricks  to 
compensate  for  this.

COACH  RUDY  MOE’S  eight- 
man  traveling  squad  dropped  a 
pair  of  one-sided  tilts  to  Ariz- 
ona State  and  the  University  of 
Arizona  last  weekend,  but  Moe 
saw  some  promise  in  most  of 
the  events  and  he  is  looking  for 
a lot  o fimprovement  in  the 
meets  ahead. 

Moe  was  ej^tremely  high  on 
the  preformances  of  Richard 
Snow  and  Don  Gordon  on  the 
trampoline.  Evan  Arthur  in 
tumbling  and  free  exercise  and 
Ron  Lee  in  free  exercise. 

GORDON  is  the  only  return- 
ing letterman  who  made  the 
trip  to  Arizona.

one  third  the  size  of  Provo. 
Seventeen  residents  of  t^e  town 
have  been  students. 

Even  more  amazing  is  the 
fact  that  only  four  of  these 
students  are  LDS.

SENIOR  student  Judy  Sim- 
onds, who  is  now  a member  of 
the  Church,  says  “I  wanted  to 
come  here  before.

She  had  seen  pic- 
tures “of  the  beautiful  country 
here.  I wanted  to  go  out  West. 
Also,  I thought  it  would  be  the 
strangest  place  fpr  a Catholic 
to  go,”  she  said, 

“I  HAD  GOOD  friends  who 
came  here,”  said  freshman 
Carol  Torp.  “Their  standards 


cotjvinced  me  to  come.  Now  that 
I am  here  I like  it  very  much.” 

Marcia  Guild,  one  of  the  four 
LDS  students  says  “most  of  the 
kids  came  because  of  the  clean 
living  standards  here.  At  home 
we  were  called  the  untouch-  . 
ables.”  Marcia  “really  likes” 
BYU  and  “wouldn’t  go  any- 
where else.” 

WORKING  with  an  LDS  girl 
was  the  means  of  learning 
about  BYU  foi'  Marlis  Swartz- 
welder.  She  also  learned  from 
the  Branch  President,  Harold 
Gunn,  in  Laconia.  This  small 
branch  has  only  100  members 
and  covers  an  area  of  more 
than  80  miles  in  diameter. 

Ann  Jackson  also  came  to 
BYU  because  of  the  standards 
here.  “Everyone  that  comes  here 
goes  back  so  happy,”  she  added. 
Ann  is  this  year  a member  of 
the  Program  Bureau,  which 
stopped  in  Laconia  last  sum- 
mer as  a part  of  their  trans- 
continental tour. 

WITH  THE  AID  of  the  spir- 
itual and  - temporal  publicity 
provided  by  Prograni  Bureau, 
as  well  as  affirmative  reports 
by  BYU  students  from  Laconia, 
the  trek  from  New  Hampshire 
is  proving  to  be  one  of  mission- 
ary work.
